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At a mooting between National Socialist leader and Foreign Minister M&earyk 
on 1 Fabru&xy 194®, the National Socialists offered to champion Masasyk for 
& post in the Government after the next elections on condition that he revise 
to align himself with any political party. 

The National Socialists feel that Hasaiyk, by keeping himself free from party 
commitments, can avoid attacks from the Consnunists and at the same time so m 
the anti-Caramist cause. In addition, his candidacy for the President wuid 
be considerably strengthened, should President Bones health take a tura for 
the worse.
